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Aruba, Italy qualify for tournament

Teams representing Aruba and 
Italy have joined the field for 
the 2009 Senior League World 
Series that will be held Aug. 
16-22 at Mansfield Stadium in 
Bangor. 

The Aruba South Little League 
of San Nicholas, Aruba, won 
the Latin America qualifying 
tournament Sunday, while the 
Friuli Venezia Giulia Little 
League of Friuli Venezia Giulia, 
Italy, won the Europe-Middle 
East-Africa title. 

This will mark the first time a 
team from either Aruba or Italy 
has played in the SLWS since 
the event moved to Bangor in 
2002. 

Aruba advanced through a 12- 
team Latin America tournament 
held at Yabucoa, Puerto Rico, 
defeating the host team 19-5 in 
Sunday’s championship game. 
Aruba went undefeated in seven 
regional tournament games, 
including 5-0 in pool play 
with victories over Cartagena, 
Colombia, (11 -3), Guyama, 
Puerto Rico (6-3), Philipsburg, 
Saint Maarten (11-1), Chitre, 
Panama (6-2) and Bonaire, 
Netherlands Antilles (14-4). 

The champs then defeated 
Maracaibo, Venezuela, 9-5 in 
the semifinals. 

Yabucoa, Puerto Rico, lost 
its first game of pool play to 
Guatemala City, Guatemala 
(6-4) before rebounding with 
four straight pool victories, 
including one-run wins over St. 
Thomas, U.S. Virgin Islands (2- 
1) and Willemstad, Curacao (8- 
7) to advance to the semifinals. 


The host team edged Panama 
8-7 to earn its berth in the 
championship game. 

The Latin American champion 
has had considerable success 
at the SLWS during its stay 
in Bangor, going 25-9 overall 
and 21-7 in pool play, an effort 
highlighted by the world titles 
won by Falcon, Venezuela, in 
2006 and Willemstad, Curacao, 
in 2002. 

The Latin American qualifier 
has advanced from pool play to 
the semifinals in six of the last 
seven years, and also reached 
the world championship game 
each of the last two years, with 
Falcon, Venezuela, losing to 
Cartersville, Ga., 9-0 in 2007 
and Willemstad, Curacao falling 
to Upper Deerfield, N.J., 10-8, 
last summer. 

Aruba will open play in this 
year’s Senior League World 
Series with a Pool B game 
against the U.S. Central 
champion at 8 p.m. Sunday, 
Aug. 16. 

Italy will play its first game at 
Mansfield Stadium earlier that 
day in a 5:30 p.m. start against 
the U.S. East champion. 

Italy went 3-2 in preliminary- 
round play at the EMEA 
qualifying tournament held 
at Ramstein, Germany, 
defeating teams from Maldova, 
Mannheim, Germany, and the 
Netherlands while losing to the 
Ramstein Air Force Base Little 
League and Vilnius, Lithuania. 
That effort was good enough 
to qualify the Italian squad as 
the third seed for the semifinals 
where it edged Ramstein AFB 7- 
6 before topping the Kvint Little 


League of Tiraspol, Maldova, 
10-6 in the championship 
game. 

Maldova, which also finished 
3-2 in preliminary-round play, 
defeated Lithuania 5-1 in its 
semifinal. 

Italy will attempt to improve 
on EMEA’s performance in 
previous Senior League World 
Series held in Bangor. 

That regional champion is 4-24 
in seven previous appearances 


and has yet to advance beyond 
pool play. 

Moscow, Russia, went 2-2 in 
2003, while the 2002 Moscow 
team finished 1-3 and Tbilisi, 
Georgia, went 1-3 in 2006 
to account for EMEA’s other 
SLWS wins. 

Teams from Vilnius, Lithuania, 
went 0-4 each of the last two 
years. 

Italy and Aruba join Asia- 
Pacific champion Makati City, 


Philippines, as teams that 
already have qualified for the 
10-team SLWS field. 

The next team to qualify will 
come Wednesday when the 
host Maine District 3 champion 
is crowned. The Canadian 
champion as well as U.S. 
regional winners from the East, 
South, Southwest, Central 
and West will be determined 
between Aug. 11 and Aug. 
13.□

Ike Cohen, RIP. 

In 1964 Ike Cohen with the help of Ernie Kervel acquired 
the Strand Hotel that later became the Coral Strand Hotel 
and afterwards was named after their famous restaurant 
Talk of the Town. In the seventies, under the umbrella 
of the Talk of the Town, Ike Cohen started an airline 
catering business. This business grew and by the early 
eighties Aruba Catering Services opened at the Surfside 
location. In the early nineties Calloway Corporation was 
founded. In the early seventies Ike bought The Eight 
Continent (catering business) and the Manchebo Beach 
Hotel. Ike Cohen is also the founder of the Aruba Hotel 
and Tourism Association and was named the first hotelier 
of the year by the Caribbean Hotel Association in 1978. 
The recognition was delivered to family members 
and the Ike Cohen foundation, posthumously. 


Herman Ponson , better known as Manchito 
In the early 1950’s, even before the Aruba Caribbean 
was built, Herman “Manchito” Ponson built a boat of 
about 15 feet. “Manchito” built a GLASS BOTTOM in 
this boat because he was a DIVER and he wanted to be 
able to look at the beauty in the bottom of the sea. This 
became the first glass bottom boat on the island. 

Before long, “Manchito” discovered that tourists wanted 
to take a trip in his glass bottom boat. So he started to 
take tourists for a tour on his boat, thus adding to Aruba’s 
activities at that time. According to Manchito, many 
important American visitors have sailed in Manchito’s 
small boat, all of them looking through the glass bottom 
to discover Aruba’s beautiful marine life.

Classic pastechi, he explains, 
are never too sweet, never too 
oily, they’re lightly browned 
and very flavorful without 
overpowering the taste-buds 
of snackers of all ages. 
Naturally, he could not 
order equipment out of a 
catalogue. He had to design 
it, modifying Canadian 
machinery and creating 
customized molds. 

In his immaculately clean, 
state of the art factory in 
Eagle, pastechis are made 
from especially imported 
Italian flour. A crew of eight 
bakers prepares up to 5,000 
pastries each day, which are 
immediately packed and 
instantly deep frozen, ready 
to be shipped to their next 
destination. The factory 
also makes croquets and 
empanadas, and is efficiently 
overseen by Justy Lopez, 
Justo’s lovely daughter. 

Most of Aruba’s hotels serve 
Pastechi House junior and 
full size crescent pastries, 
with 12 different fillings 
from the classic Cheese and 
Ham, to chicken, Certified 
Angus beef and chop soy. 
During Christmas, the 
factory ships out pastechi 
with ayaka fillings, and in 
Curacao as a special order, 
the new Renaissance Resort 
buys them filled just like 
Indian samosa, for a novel, 
fusion effect. Ask for them 
by name: Spicy oriental 
pastechi. 

In Aruba, the main street 
Pastechi House is a cute 
outlet. It also serves soft 
drinks, smoothies and ice

cream. In Curacao the 
outlet also offers internet 
cafe services, and the 
nicest bathrooms in Punda 
— accessories courtesy of 
Banjolux Aruba. 

The Aruba main street 
branch Lopez explains, was 
a pilot project. With Curacao 
now under his belt, Lopez 
is thinking about invading 
Holland. 

Aruba’s humble pastechi 
will travel he predicts, it is 
an established, well-liked 
brand which will hopefully 
take over the world, one 
store at the time. 

While protecting the integrity 


of the basic recipe Pastechi 
can become many different 
things, for example, pizza- 
flavored with real pepperoni 
filling, Creole, with minced 
cone filling, or with cod 
fish filling - a favorite in 
Curacao, tuna fish fillings 
are a hit everywhere. 

Within the next few 
weeks, Wendy’s, the old 
fashioned hamburger¬ 
serving international chain 
of fast food restaurants, 
will be serving pastechi in 
Aruba. Having inspected 
the manufacturing process, 
Wendy’s corporate delegates

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Chris Brown apologizes for Rihanna healing

LOS ANGELES - Chris Brown on Monday 
publicly apologized for the beating of 
Rihanna, saying in a two-minute video that 
he’s still seeking help and wants to live his 
life as a role model. 

Brown released the video on his Web site 
apologizing to fans and saying he is sad and 
ashamed of his conduct. He also tells viewers 
that he has repeatedly apologized to Rihanna. 
Brown was arrested Feb. 8, hours after he 
fought with his then-girlfriend in a rented 
sports car after a pre-Grammy party. According 
to a police affidavit, Brown tried to push the 
21-year-old Barbados-born singer from the 
car and repeatedly hit her and choked her. 

He left the scene and later turned himself in 
to authorities during the Grammy Awards, 
where he and Rihanna were slated to perform. 
He was later charged with assault likely to 
cause great bodily harm and making criminal 
threats. He pleaded guilty to the felony assault 
charge last month and faces sentencing Aug. 
5. 

He is slated to serve five years of probation 
and perform six months of community labor. 
On the video, Brown calls the beating “the 
incident.” He vows to conduct interviews and 
answer some questions about the beating, but 


said he wanted to speak directly to fans first. 
“I felt it was time you that heard directly from 
me that I am sorry,” he says on the video. 

He calls his conduct “inexcusable” and says 
his mother — who has attended some of his 
court hearings — has taught him better. He 
mentions that he witnessed domestic violence 
growing up. 

“I saw firsthand what uncontrolled rage can 
do,” he tells viewers. “I have sought and 
am continuing to seek help to ensure that 
what occurred in February can never happen 
again.” 

Brown says on the video he wanted to speak 
out earlier, but was advised not to by his 
lawyer. 

He acknowledges that the beating has hurt his 
reputation. Although he doesn’t mention it, 
Brown lost sponsorship deals, radio stations 
stopped playing his music and other artists 
condemned him after the attack. 

Before the beating, Brown was considered a 
squeaky-clean R&B up-and-comer. He rose 
to prominence after the 2005 hit “Run It!” He 
was nominated for a Grammy for “No Air” 
with Jordin Sparks and named Billboard’s top 
artist in 2008. 

“I intend to live my life so that I am truly 
worth of the term ‘role model,”’ Brown says 
at the video’s conclusion.Q

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Swine flu threatens 
British economy: study 


LONDON (AFP) - The British 
economy could contract as 
much as 7.5 percent this year 
if the swine flu pandemic 
continues to escalate, a report 
published Monday. 

Recovery from the global 
economic downturn could be 
delayed as a result of the virus 
in Britain, the country worst 
hit by swine flu in Europe, 
according to the Ernst and 
Young ITEM Club group of 
economists. 

ITEM said the economy 
would contract 4.5 percent 
this year, but if the A(H1N1) 
virus hit 50 percent of the 
population and 0.4 percent of 
those affected died, it could 
shrink three percentage points 
more. 

The economy could also fall 
a further 1.2 percent in 2010, 
the report said. 

England’s chief medical 
officer Liam Donaldson said 
last week that in a worst case 
scenario, around a third of the 
country’s population could be 
infected and 65,000 killed. 
ITEM said production would 
be hit as an increasing number 
of employees take time off 
either to care for infected 
loves ones or because they 
themselves had contracted the 
virus. 

“The main effect of such an 
epidemic on the supply side 
would be from employees 
staying off work because they 
or their dependents were ill,” 
the report said. 

“On the demand side, spending 
on discretionary goods and 
services such as restaurants, 
travel and tourism would be 
likely to fall as people stayed 
away from public places.” 

The warning comes after 
Britain’s health minister said 
Monday the country will get 
its first batch of vaccines 
in August, with enough to 
vaccinate half the population 



by 2010. 

Health Secretary Andy 
Burnham also said that as of 
Thursday last week, there 
were 652 people in hospital 
suffering from swine flu, 53 of 
them in critical care. 
Twenty-nine people with the 
virus have died in Britain with 


estimates last week of 55,000 
new cases of swine flu. 

A study last week by Oxford 
Economics in Britain said the 
global swine flu pandemic 
could tip the world into 
deflation, stalling economies 
just as they struggle to recover 
from the financial crisis. □

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Stocks rally anew on more signs of economic health

NEW YORK - Investors 
are taking the numbers and 
running with them. 

Stocks jumped again Monday, 
giving the Dow Jones 
industrials their sixth straight 
advance, as investors got more 
robust earnings news from 
big companies and data that 
suggest the economy is closer 
to a recovery. News that CIT 
had struck a financing deal 
that will keep the troubled 
commercial lender out of 
bankruptcy also drove the 
market higher. 

A 100-point gain pushed the 
Dow back into the black for 
the year, while the Standard 
& Poor’s 500 climbed to 
its highest finish since 
November. 

CIT Group Inc.’s deal with 
bondholders stoked the 


market’s growing sense of 
optimism, which got a big 
boost last week from a string 
of good earnings news. The 
company’s future was cast in 
doubt after negotiations with 
federal regulators for bailout 
funds fell through. Its failure 
would have been a blow 
to investor confidence and 
would have hurt industries 
like retailing, which has 
suppliers who rely on CIT for 
financing. 

The market also got a stream 
of news that bolstered the 
argument that the economy is 
heading for a recovery. 

The Conference Board’s index 
of leading economic indicators 
rose 0.7 percent in June, more 
than the 0.4 percent forecast. 
It was the third straight month 
of gains in the predictor of 
future economic activity. 
Market indicators jumped 
about 7 percent last week 


following a monthlong slide 
driven by discouraging 
reports on the economy. Solid 
earnings and outlooks from 
leading companies including 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc., 
Intel Corp. and International 
Business Machines Corp. 
gave investors hope that the 
worst of the recession could 
be past. 

An even busier week of 
earnings reports will further 
shape investors’ view of the 
economy. Reports are due 
Tuesday from industrial 
equipment maker Caterpillar 
Inc. and drug maker Merck & 
Co. 

Among the companies 
reporting Monday was toy 
maker Hasbro Inc., which 
beat the market’s expectations 
and helped reassure investors 
somewhat about consumers’ 
willingness to spend. 

George F. Shipp, chief 
investment officer at Scott & 
Stringfellow inVirginia Beach, 
Va., said word that CIT might 
be able to sidestep bankruptcy 
gave investors another sign 
that the economy and the 
markets are healing because 
the government wasn’t forced 
to intervene. 

“The private sector is stepping 
in where the taxpayer didn’t 
have to this particular time. 
That’s the way it’s supposed 
to work,” he said. 

The Dow rose 104.21, or 1.2 
percent, to 8,848.15. The six- 
day gain is the longest increase 
since a seven-day rise in April 
2007. 


Wall Street’s best-known index 
ended at its highest level since 
Jan. 6. The last time the Dow 
was this high stocks were just 
about to endure a steep drop 
that left the blue chips at a 12- 
year low on March 9. 

The Dow is up 35 percent from 
its March low but still down 
37.5 percent from its record of 
14,164.53 in October 2007. 
The S&P 500 index rose 
10.75, or 1.1 percent, to 
951.13, its best finish since 
Nov. 5. November’s lows last 
year came after months of 
brutal selling as the financial 
crisis intensified in the fall 
with the collapse of Lehman 
Brothers. Investors had hoped 
the November lows would be 
the bottom of the market’s 
retreat but stocks slid further 
by March. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
rose 22.68, or 1.2 percent, to 
1,909.29, its ninth straight 
advance. The index is at its 
highest mark since Oct. 3, 
during the most furious selling 
of the credit crisis. 

Among the earnings news, 
Hasbro’s profit rose 5 percent, 
beating expectations, as 
strong U.S. revenue offset 
international sales hurt by 
the stronger dollar. The stock 
gained 4.2 percent, rising 
$1.07 to $26.45. 

Oilfield services company 
Halliburton Co. said its 
profit tumbled 48 percent 
amid sluggish exploration 
and production activity, but 
the results were better than 
analyst forecasts and its shares 


rose 95 cents, or 4.4 percent, 
to $22.33. 

With the bulk of earnings 
reports still to come, the 
market has yet to hear from 
some key industries including 
retailing. If those results are 
disappointing, it could force 
investors to rethink their most 
recent rally. Several factors 
are still hanging over the 
market including record-high 
unemployment and a damaged 
housing market. 

Some analysts said the market 
could have a hard time 
advancing, even with more 
welcome developments. 

“The market itself has hit 
kind of a top here temporarily. 
People are already getting 
used to the earnings,” said 
Matt Lloyd, chief investment 
strategist at Advisors Asset 
Management. 

On Monday, though, the CIT 
news and optimism over 
better earnings reports stoked 
investors’ appetite for risk. 
CIT jumped 55 cents, or 79 
percent, to $1.25. 

Commodity prices advanced 
and the dollar was mixed. Oil 
prices rose 42 cents to settle at 
$63.98 a barrel. Gold rose. 
Bond prices rose, pushing 
yields lower. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note fell to 3.60 percent from 
3.66 percent late Friday. 
Advancing stocks 

outnumbered those that fell by 
more than 3-to-l on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
consolidated volume came to 
4.9 billion shares compared 
with 5 billion traded Friday. 
The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 7.74, 
or 1.5 percent, to 526.96. 
Overseas, Britain’s FTSE 100 
rose 1.3 percent, Germany’s 
DAX index rose 1 percent, 
and France’s CAC-40 gained 
1.6 percent. Japanese financial 
markets were closed for a 
holiday. □

Spacewalk No. 2 unfolds on 40th moon anniversary

CAPE CANAVERAL, 
Florida (AP) — The 
astronauts aboard the shuttle- 
station complex celebrated 
the 40th anniversary of 
man’s first moon landing 
with their own spacewalk 
Monday, heading outside 
to stockpile some big spare 
parts. 

In the second outing of 
their mission, David Wolf 
and Thomas Marshbum 
anchored a 6-foot dish 
antenna on the international 
space station for future use, 
then did the same with a 
hefty pump and an engine 
for a rail car. 

The spacewalk unfolded 40 
years to the day that two 
other astronauts — Neil 
Armstrong and Buzz Aldrin 
— strolled the moon’s dusty 
surface. It was the 202nd 
spacewalk by Americans 
since the Apollo 11 lunar 
excursion.

Four U.S. troops die 
in deadliest month 
In Afghanistan

KABUL (AP) — A roadside bomb killed four American troops 
in eastern Afghanistan on Monday, driving the July death toll 
for U.S. forces to the highest monthly level of the war. 

The latest deaths brought to at least 30 the number of American 
service members who have died in Afghanistan this month 
— two more than the figure for all of June 2008, which had 
been the deadliest month for the U.S. since the 2001 U.S.-led 
invasion drove the Taliban from power. 

July’s death toll for the entire U.S.-led coalition, which includes 
American, British, Canadian and other forces, stands at 55 — 
well over the previous record of 46 deaths suffered in June and 
August of 2008. 

U.S. commanders had predicted a bloody summer after 
President Barack Obama ordered 21,000 additional U.S. troops 
to Afghanistan in a bid to turn the tide against a resurgent 
Taliban and shift the focus on the global war against Islamic 
extremism from Iraq. 

NATO’s outgoing Secretary-General Jaap De Hoop Sheffer 
said Monday that terrorism would spread through the world if

“Al-Qaida would have a free run again, and their terrorist 
ambitions are global,” he said in a speech at London’s Chatham 
House think tank.

Obama 
challenges 
critics on 
health care

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama 
pushed back hard against 
Republican critics of his 
health care overhaul plan 
Monday, dismissing the 
“politics of the moment” 
marked by Republican 
comparisons of his efforts to 
socialism. 

Obama has made revamping 
the country’s $2.4 trillion 
health care system a top 
priority of his administration, 
and his strong words came 
just hours after opposition 
Republicans ratchetedup their 
criticism of the president and 
congressional Democrats.

Inside Mission Control, a 
clock counted down to 4:17 
p.m. EDT, the moment the 
Eagle set down on the Sea of 
Tranquility on July 20, 1969. 
The control commentator 
noted the occasion, but the 
spacewalk carried on without 
any mention in orbit of Apollo 
11 . 

Earlier in the day at a 
Washington news conference, 
some of the Apollo astronauts, 
including Aldrin, suggested 
the $ 100 billion poured into the 
space station had not yielded 
much and that the outpost 
would be better used as a 
testbed for human missions to 
Mars and even asteroids. 
“We’ve spent a lot of money 
up there for almost nothing,” 
said Apollo 13 commander 
Jim Lovell. “It’s almost a 
white elephant and until we 
can really get a return on our 
investment of that particular 
project, then it was money 
wasted.” 

Meanwhile, the $15.6 million 
space station toilet that broke 
down Sunday was up and 
running again, after the crew 
added some new parts. 


The commode — one of three 
on the linked station and 
shuttle Endeavour — was out 
of action for about 24 hours. 
NASA wanted the station 
commode working again 
as soon as possible. With a 
record number of people on 
board — 13 — having three 
working toilets is crucial. 
Complicating matters was the 
fact that Endeavour cannot 
eject any waste water while 
it’s docked to the space station. 
The water would spray all 
over the porch attached two 
days ago to the Japanese lab, 
and possibly corrode it. With 
the toilet fixed, there was no 
longer any worry about coming 
close to filling Endeavour’s 
waste water tank. 

There were also a few 
moments of concern midway 
through the spacewalk, when 
Marshburn reported that he 
dropped his 85-foot tether. 
He remained safely connected 
to the station 220 miles up 
with his 55-foot tether, but 
the antenna work was held up 
while he went to retrieve his 
longer cord and snap it back 
on. 

The antenna and other spare 
parts that were attached to the

space station Monday were 
hauled up by Endeavour. 
NASA wants to have as many 
extra pieces up there as possible 
so that when the shuttles stop 
flying next year, the station 
will be able to get along 
without their big deliveries.

nearly as much cargo as the 
shuttle. 

Monday’s spacewalk was 
much quieter than the one 
Saturday. Loud static filled 
the airwaves throughout the 
earlier excursion, the result 
of improperly positioned

microphones in an astronaut’s 
helmet. The cap with those 
microphones will not be used 
again. 

Three more spacewalks are 
planned during Endeavour’s 
station visit, which ends July 
28.□ 


Gates announces U.S. Army 
being increased by 22,000 


Gates announced Monday that 
the size of the Army is being 
increased temporarily by 
22,000 soldiers to help meet 
the needs of the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan and other 
missions around the world. 
This is the second time since 
2007 that the military has 
determined it does not have 
a large enough force. Gates 
had already increased the 
size of the Army and Marine 
Corps shortly after taking the 
Pentagon job. 

Gates noted that while progress 
in Iraq will lead to a reduction 
in the number of troops there, 
more troops are needed in 
Afghanistan because of the 
worsening violence in that 
conflict. 

He said the persistent pace 
of operations in the two wars 
over several years has meant a 
steady increase in the number 
of troops who are wounded, 
stressed or otherwise unable 
to deploy with their units. 


Also causing a shortage is the 
decision earlier this year to 
stop the unpopular practice of 
keeping troops beyond their 
enlistment dates, a practice 
known as “stop-loss.” 

“The cumulative effect of 
these factors is that the army 
faces a period where its ability 
to continue to deploy combat 
units (with enough troops) is 
at risk,” Gates said. 

“This is a temporary challenge 
that will peak in the coming 
year and abate over the course 
of the next three years,” 
Gates told a Pentagon news 
conference. 

The Army currently has a total 
troop strength of 547,000. 
Gates said he would not seek 
additional money for the extra 
troops in the 2009 and 2010 
fiscal year budgets. 

“This decision will result 
in additional tough choices 
for the department,” he said. 
“However, I’m convinced 
that this is an important and 


necessary step to ensure 
that we continue to properly 
support the needs of our 
commanders in the field while 
providing relief for our current 
force and their families.” 
Gates also said it was “not 
inevitable” that more U.S. 
troops would be needed in 
Afghanistan beyond the 68,000 
American force expected to be 
there by the end of the year. 
He had said Thursday that 
there “may be some increase, 
but not a lot.” 

Gen. Stanley McChrystal, 
who took over as commander 
for all U.S. and NATO forces 
in Afghanistan last month, is 
nearing the end of a 60-day 
review of what is needed there. 
The former U.S. commander 
in Afghanistan, Gen. David 
McKiernan, had said he 
needed an additional 10,000 
troops, beyond the 68,000. 
The White House put off that 
decision until the end of this 
year.Q 



































State shows Katrina recovery 


at governors convention

BILOXI, Mississippi (AP) 
— Governors attending 
their national convention 
on Mississippi’s Gulf Coast 
have seen signs of Hurricane 
Katrina recovery — glitzy 
casinos packed with tourists, 
new condominium towers 
rising along the beach, the 
major expansion of a bustling 
state port. 

However, unless the governors 
skip the receptions with 
cocktails and jumbo shrimp, 
they probably won’t see the 
neighborhoods reduced to 
vacant lots and detached 
concrete steps to front porches 
that no longer exist four years 
after the monster storm. They 
won’t see the roads still torn up 
in the tiny town of Waveland 
or learn about the lagging city 
services in Pass Christian, 
where the tax base has eroded 
because its beachside Wal- 
Mart was gutted by Katrina 
and is still being rebuilt. 

“It’s changed a lot. Nothing is 
like it was,” lamented Steve 
Kuljis, a mechanic who has 
lived most of his 59 years 
on Biloxi’s Point Cadet, a 
blue-collar neighborhood 
obliterated by Katrina’s winds 
and storm surge. 

Point Cadet sits on a mile¬ 
wide peninsula between the 
Gulf of Mexico and the Back 
Bay of Biloxi. On Aug. 29, 
2005, Katrina flooded the 
low-lying area and turned 
the modest wooden-framed 
bungalows into toothpicks. 
It heaved boats on shore and 
sucked entire households full 
of belongings out to sea — 
furniture, appliances, family 
photos. 

It was a neighborhood of 
fishermen and shipyard 
workers, of families whose 
last names were French, 
Slavic and Vietnamese. Many 
of the homes had been passed 
from generation to generation, 
and many were uninsured or 
underinsured. 

Few people could afford to 
rebuild, and “for sale” signs 
now dot dozens of grassy 
vacant lots. A few homes 
have been rebuilt to meet new 
flood elevation requirements, 


though most former Point 
Cadet residents have moved 
farther inland. 

Locals still talk about Katrina 
with a mixture of awe, anger 
and sadness. They’re grateful 
to the volunteers who cleaned 
debris and fed the hungry. 
But a bitterness creeps into 
people’s voices as they talk 
about New Orleans getting 
most of the media attention 
after Katrina, when the levees 
burst and the city flooded. 
“New Orleans was not on the 
bad side of the storm. It’s the 
coast itself that was so tore up,” 
said 62-year-old Leon Balius, 
a retired shipyard worker who 
lives in Biloxi. 

Katrina scraped across 
southern Louisiana before 
making its final landfall near 
Bay St. Louis, Mississippi, 
about 50 miles (80 kilometers) 
east of New Orleans and 40 
miles (64 kilometers) west of 
Biloxi. 

Mississippi’s Republican 
governor, Haley Barbour, had 
been in office just more than 
a year and half when Katrina 
hit. With the help of Sen. 
Thad Cochran, who chaired 
the Appropriations Committee 
when Republicans were still 
in the majority, Barbour used 
his connections to help his 
state get $5.4 billion in federal 
recovery aid. 

And those connections 
remain deep: Barbour served 
as Republican National 
Committee chairman 


from 1993-97, helping 
the Republicans take over 
majorities in the U.S. House 
of Representatives and Senate 
in 1994. He’s now chairman 
of the Republican Governors 
Association. 

Most of Mississippi’s federal 
Katrina money has been used 
to restore housing. Advocates 
for the poor have criticized 
Barbour for diverting some 
of the money into expanding 
the Mississippi State Port at 
Gulfport — a project Barbour 
defends as economically 
necessary. 

The U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development said 52,512 
houses or apartments in 
Mississippi suffered severe or 
major damage in Katrina. 
Mississippi Housing Recovery 
Data Project said the housing 
stock in Mississippi’s three 
coastal counties in mid-2008 
was at 92 percent of its pre- 
Katrina level. The project 
estimates that by mid-2011, 
the area’s housing stock will 
be at 104 percent of its pre- 
Katrina level. Most of the 
43,000 trailers and mobile 
homes provided by the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency after the storm are no 
longer occupied.

Withoutmentioninghis criticby 
name, the president recounted 
South Carolina Republican 
Sen. Jim DeMint’s comment 
that stopping Obama’s bid for 
health care overhaul could be 
the president’s “Waterloo,” 
a reference to the site of 
Napoleon’s bitter defeat in 
1815. 

“This isn’t about me,” Obama 
responded. “This isn’t about 
politics. This is about a health 
care system that is breaking 
America’s families, breaking 
America’s businesses 

and breaking America’s 
economy.” 

Striking a more populist tone 
than in past remarks, the 
president complained that 
“health insurance companies 
and their executives have 
reaped windfall profits from a 
broken system.” 

“Let’s fight our way through 
the politics of the moment,” 
Obama said. “Let’s pass reform 
by the end of this year.” 

That reflects a shift in a 
timetable he has stressed 
repeatedly. Obama had said 
previously that he wanted the 
House and Senate to vote on 
legislation before lawmakers 
leave town for their August 
recess, with a comprehensive 
bill for him to sign in 
October. 

“I want this done now. Now, if 
there are no deadlines, nothing 
gets done in this town,” Obama 
told PBS’s “The NewsHour.” 
6 ’If somebody comes to me 
and says Tt’s basically done, 
it’s going to spill over by a few 
days or a week,’ you know, 
that’s different.” 

Steele accused Obama of 
conducting a risky experiment 
that will hurt the economy and 
force millions to drop their 
current coverage. 
“Obama-Pelosi want to 
start building a colossal, 
closed health care system 
where Washington decides. 
Republicans want and support 
an open health care system 
where patients and doctors 
make the decisions,” Steele 
said in a speech at the National 
Press Club. 

Asked whether Obama’s 
health care plan represented 
socialism, Steele responded: 
“Yes. Next question.” 

Obama has said he does not 
favor a government-run health 
care system. Legislation 


taking shape in the House 
envisions private insurance 
companies selling coverage 
in competition with the 
government. 

The president is struggling to 
advance his trademark health 
care proposal after a period 
of evident progress. Two 
of three House committees 
have approved their portions 
of the bill, while one of two 
Senate panels have acted. A 
Washington Post-ABC News 
survey released Monday 
shows approval of Obama’s 
handling of health care 
overhaul slipping below 50 
percent for the first time. 

The president, who spent most 
of last week making his plea 
for health care overhaul, was 
pressing his case hard again 
this week, first at the children’s 
hospital, and later this week in 
a prime-time news conference 
Wednesday and a town hall in 
Ohio on Thursday. 

Obama and Democratic 
leaders face a new batch of 
ads. 

Republican officials said they 
were supplementing Steele’s 
speech with a round of 
television advertising designed 
to oppose government-run 
health care. The 30-second 
commercial, titled “Grand 
Experiment,” criticizes recent 
government aid to the auto 
industry and banks as “the 
biggest spending spree in our 
history” and warns similarly 
of “a risky experiment with 
our health care.” 

The U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, the nation’s 
largest business group, 
planned to announce ads of 
its own Tuesday criticizing 
the government-run insurance 
proposal, saying it would 
threaten employer-provided 
coverage. 

Separately, the insurance 
industry, which challenged 
then-President Bill Clinton’s 
health care effort in the 
early 1990s, launched a $1.4 
million ad campaign, its first 
TV ads of this year’s health 
care fight. The multimillion- 
dollar campaign, being aired 
nationally on cable stations, 
restates the industry’s support 
for an overhaul that provides 
universal coverage and its 
offer to cover people who are 
already sick. The ad campaign 
does not mention the insurers’ 
strong opposition to creating 
a government-run insurance 
option. □ 
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Black scholar’s arrest raises racism questions

BOSTON (AP) — Police 
responding to a call about 
“two black males” breaking 
into a home near Harvard 
University ended up 
arresting the man who lives 
there — Henry Louis Gates 
Jr., the pre-eminent African- 
American studies scholar. 
Gates had forced his way 
through the front door 
because it was jammed, his 
lawyer said. Colleagues 
call the arrest last Thursday 
afternoon a clear case of 
racial profiling. 

Cambridge police say they 
responded to the well- 
maintained two-story home 
after a woman reported 
seeing “two black males 
with backpacks on the 
porch,” with one “wedging 
his shoulder into the door 
as if he was trying to force 
entry.” 

By the time police arrived, 
Gates was already inside. 
Police say he refused to 
come outside to speak with 
an officer, who told him he 
was investigating a report of 
a break-in. 

“Why, because I’m a black 
man in America?” Gates 
said, according to a police 
report. 

Gates — the director of 
Harvard’s W.E.B. Du Bois 
Institute for African and 
African American Research 
— initially refused to show 
the officer his identification, 
but then gave him a Harvard 
University ID card, according 
to police. 

“Gates continued to yell at 
me, accusing me of racial 
bias and continued to tell me 
that I had not heard the last 
of him,” the officer wrote. 
Gates joined the Harvard 
faculty in 1991 and holds one 
of 20 prestigious “university 
professors” positions at the 
school. He also was host of 
“African American Lives,” a 
Public Broadcasting Service 
TV show about the family 
histories of prominent U.S. 
blacks, and was named 
by Time magazine as one 
of the 25 most influential 
Americans in 1997. 

He was arrestedonadisorderly 
conduct charge after police 
said he “exhibited loud and 
tumultuous behavior.” He 


was released later that day 
on his own recognizance. An 
arraignment was scheduled 
for Aug. 26. Police refused 
to comment on the arrest 
Monday. 

Gates, 58, also refused to 
speak publicly Monday, 
referring calls to his attorney, 
fellow Harvard scholar 
Charles Ogletree. 

Ogletree said Gates gave the 
officer his driver’s license 
and Harvard identification, 
but became upset when the 
officer continued to question 
him. 

“He was shocked to find 
himself being questioned and 
shocked that the conversation 
continued after he showed 
his identification,” Ogletree 
said. 

Ogletree declined to say 
whether he believed the 
incident was racially 
motivated, saying “I think the 
incident speaks for itself.” 
Some of Gates’ African- 
American colleagues 

say the arrest is part of a 
pattern of racial profiling in 
Cambridge. 

Allen Counter, who has 
taught neuroscience at 
Harvard for 25 years, said he 
was stopped on campus by 
two Harvard police officers 
in 2004 after being mistaken 
for a robbery suspect. They 
threatened to arrest him 
when he could not produce 
identification. 

“We do not believe that this 
arrest would have happened 
if professor Gates was white,” 
Counter said. “It really 
has been very unsettling 
for African-Americans 
throughout Harvard and 
throughout Cambridge that 
this happened.” 

Harvard president Drew 
Gilpin Faust said he had 
spoken with Gates about the 
incident. 

“I was obviously very 
concerned when I learned on 
Thursday about the incident,” 
Faust said in a statement. 
“He and I spoke directly and 
I have asked him to keep me 
apprised.” 

The Rev. A1 Sharpton, 
a prominent civil rights 
activist, is vowing to attend 
Gates’ arraignment. 

“This arrest is indicative of at 
best police abuse of power or 
at worst the highest example

of racial profiling I have 
seen,” Sharpton said. “I have 
heard of driving while black 
and even shopping while 
black but now even going 
to your own home while 
black is a new low in police 
community affairs.” 

Ogletree said Gates had 
returned from a trip to China 
on Thursday with a driver, 
when he found his front door 
jammed. 

He went through the back 
door into the home — which 
he leases from Harvard 
— shut off an alarm and 
worked with the driver to 
get the door open. The driver 
left, and Gates was on the 
phone with the property’s 
management company when 
police first arrived. 

Ogletree also disputed the 
claim that Gates, who was 
wearing slacks and a polo 
shirt and carrying a cane, 
was yelling at the officer. 
“He has an infection that has 
impacted his breathing since 
he came back from China, so 
he’s been in a very delicate 
physical state,” Ogletree 
said. 

Lawrence D. Bobo, the 
W.E.B Du Bois Professor 
of the Social Sciences at 
Harvard, said he met with 
Gates at the police station 
and described his colleague 
as feeling humiliated and 
“emotionally devastated.” 
“It’sjustdeeply disappointing 


but also a pointed reminder 
that there are serious 
problems that we have to 
wrestle with,” he said. 

Bobo said he hoped 
Cambridge police would 
drop the charges and called 
on the department to use the 
incident to review training 


and screening procedures it 
has in place. 

The Middlesex district 
attorney’s office said it could 
not do so until after Gates’ 
arraignment. The woman 
who reported the apparent 
break-in did not return a 
message Monday.

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates has warned that U.S.- 
led forces must demonstrate 
progress in Afghanistan by 
next summer or face a public 
perception that the conflict 
cannot be won.

With more troops in the 
country, American and 
British forces have been 
striking deeper into Taliban 
strongholds in the south, 
hoping to establish enough 
security for Afghans to choose 
a president next month and 
cut insurgent supply lines into 
Pakistan. 

Britishmilitary authorities said 
Monday that bombing attacks 
in southern Afghanistan 
soared nearly 43 percent for 
the first five months of this 
year over the same period last 
year. 

U.S. troops have also 
stepped up efforts in eastern 
Afghanistan to curb the 
movement of militants to and 
from safe havens in Pakistan’s 
lawless tribal region. 

A NATO statement said the 
four soldiers were killed by an 
improvised explosive device 
in the east of the country but 
gave no further details. A 
U.S. spokesman, Lt. Robert 
Carr, confirmed all four were 
Americans. 

It was unclear whether the 
blast occurred near the area 


of eastern Afghanistan where 
Pfc. Bowe R. Bergdahl, 
23, was taken captive June 
30. Bergdahl appeared on a 
Taliban video posted on the 
Internet over the weekend 
— a move denounced by the 
U.S. command as a violation 
of international law. 

Also Monday, the British 
Ministry ofDefense announced 
that a British soldier was killed 
the day before by a roadside 
bomb during a foot patrol in 
Helmand province. 

Roadside bombs now account 
for more than two-thirds 
of all casualties among the 
international force as the 
Taliban demonstrate greater 
skill in manufacturing and 
planting the explosives. 
Bombings rose by 25 percent 
in the first four months of 
2009 over the same period last 
year, and the U.S. command 
expects them to increase 50 
percent this year to 5,700 — 
up from 3,800 last year. 

The increased threat 
from roadside bombs and 
Afghani stan ’ s formidable 
terrain of high mountains 
and deserts have forced the 
international military force 
to rely heavily on aircraft 
to transport personnel and 
supplies around the country. 
The increased tempo of the 
conflict has strained air assets 
and may have been behind a 
series of aircraft accidents in 
recent weeks. 

In the latest mishap, a British 
Tornado GR4 fighter jet 
crashed Monday on takeoff 
inside the Kandahar Airfield, 
but the two crewmen managed 
to eject safely, according to 
a NATO spokesman Capt. 
Ruben Hoornveld. British 
officials said the crash was 
not a result of hostile fire 
but the cause was still under 
investigation. 

The crash occurred one day 
after a Russian-owned civilian 
Mi-8 helicopter slammed into 
the tarmac at the same base 
shortly after takeoff, killing 
16 people on board. Two 


Americans died Saturday when 
their U.S. Air Force F-15E 
Strike Eagle fighter jet crashed 
in central Afghanistan. 

A U.S. helicopter made a 
“hard landing” the same day, 
injuring several soldiers. U.S. 
officials said neither incident 
was due to hostile fire. 

Taliban militants shot down 
a Moldovan-owned Mi-6 
transport helicopter last week 
in southern Afghanistan, 
killing six Ukrainian civilians 
on board and an Afghan child 
on the ground. 

Earlier in July, two Canadian 
soldiers and one British trooper 
were killed in a helicopter 
crash in Zabul province. 
Officials said the crash did not 
appear to be caused by Taliban 
fire. 

Also Monday, officials 
reported that at least a dozen 
Afghan civilians had been 
killed in violent incidents. 

In the northern province of 
Kunduz on Sunday, German 
soldiers fired on a pickup truck 
approaching at high speed 
and suspected of carrying 
Taliban fighters. Provincial 
Gov. Mohammad Omar said 
three civilians were killed, but 
German authorities said one 
died. 

Defense Ministry spokesman 
Christian Dienst said in Berlin 
that the driver ignored warning 
shots before troops fired at the 
vehicle’s engine to disable it. 
Three Afghans were injured 
and a fourth fled, Dienst said. 
Prosecutors in Potsdam, 
where the German military’s 
mission command center 
is headquartered, said they 
were examining evidence to 
determine whether to open a 
criminal investigation. 

In the western province of 
Farah, a van full of civilians 
struck a roadside bomb 
Sunday, killing 11 people on 
board, including a child and 
his mother, said Mohammad 
Younis Rasouli, the deputy 
governor. The bomb was 
probably intended for Afghan 
or international troops.□ 
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Surprise confession by surviving Mumbai gunman

MUMBAI, India (AP)—The 
lone surviving gunman in the 
Mumbai attacks delivered 
a surprise confession at his 
trial, saying he was recruited 
by a Pakistani militant 
group while he was looking 
for training to become a 
professional robber. 

Ajmal Kasab’s confession 
Monday bolstered India’s 
charges that terrorist groups 
in neighboring Pakistan 
were behind the well- 
planned attack, and that it is 
not doing enough to clamp 
down on them. The attack 
in which 166 people died 
severely strained relations 
and put the brakes on a peace 
process between the nuclear¬ 
armed enemies. 

During his confession, 
Kasab described how he 
sprayed automatic gunfire at 
commuters while a comrade 
hurled grenades inside a 
railway station during one of 
India’s worst terrorist acts. 

“I was in front of Abu 
Ismail who had taken such 
a position that no one could 
see him,” Kasab told the 
court. “We both fired, Abu 
Ismail and I. We fired on the 
public,” he said. 

Kasab, a Pakistani who had 
consistently denied a role 
in the November rampage, 
reversed his plea without 
warning, shocking even his 
lawyer. 

Kasab calmly described 
how four men — some 
of them known leaders of 
the Pakistan-based Islamic 
extremist group Lashkar-e- 
Taiba — sent him and his 
fellow attackers to Mumbai 
from Karachi, Pakistan. 

They traveledby boat arriving 
Nov. 26 in Mumbai, where 
they unleashed three days of 
mayhem. The 10 gunmen, 
armed with automatic rifles 
and grenades, split into 
pairs and killed people at 
a railway station, a Jewish 
center, a hospital and two 
five-star hotels, including 
the Taj Mahal. 

Seema Desai, an analyst at 
the Eurasia Group in London, 


said Kasab’s assertions could 
“increase tensions between 
India and Pakistan.” 

“Most likely Pakistan will 
not give his statements much 
credence and will question 
the circumstances under 
which he changed his story,” 
she said in an e-mail. 

Kasab faces the death penalty 
if convicted on the charges 
of murder and waging war 
against India. 

As the 66th day of Kasab’s 
trial started Monday 
morning, he stood up just as 
a prosecution witness was to 
take the stand, and addressed 
the judge. 

“Sir, I plead guilty to my 
crime,” the 21-year-old said, 
triggering a collective gasp 
in the courtroom. 

After a debate on the legality 
of such a confession, Kasab’s 
statement was recorded, and 
the judge said he would have 
Kasab sign each page of the 
document, which would 
be reviewed by his lawyer, 
formally reversing his plea 
from innocent to guilty. 
Kasab said he and Abu 
Ismail went to the Chatrapati 
Shivaji railway station in a 
taxi and left a bomb in the 
vehicle. 

“I went to the restroom and 
attached a battery to a bomb 
and put it in a bag. Abu 
followed me to restroom and 
I asked him what I should do 
with the bomb.” 

“’Let’s see,’ Abu told me,” 
he said. 

They moved to the railroad 
station hall, packed with 
commuters. Abu Ismail 
put the bag near a pillar 
and stood close to a wall 
where they began shooting 
at people. Soon, policemen 
joined the fight. The bomb 
never exploded. 

“I was firing and Abu was 
hurling hand grenades ... I 
fired at a policeman after 
which there was no firing 
from the police side,” Kasab 
said. 

From the railway station, 
where they killed more 
than 50, the two went to 
Cama hospital. A few more 
were killed there. The pair 


then went to the Chowpatty 
beach in a hijacked vehicle 
where Ismail was killed and 
Kasab was captured after a 
shootout with the police. 
Kasab was treated for 
wounds and has since been 
held in solitary confinement 
in Mumbai’s Arthur Road 
Jail where the trial is being 
conducted. 

The siege of Mumbai, India’s 
financial and entertainment 
capital, ended Nov. 29 with 
troopsstormingtheTaj Mahal 
Hotel where the gunmen 
were holding hostages. All 
attackers except Kasab were 
killed. 

Kasab said his confession 
was not coerced. “There 
is no pressure on me. I am 
making the statement of my 
own will,” he said. 

As part of the confession, he 
told how he became involved 
with Lashkar-e-Taiba. He 
said he had become unhappy 
with his low wages as a shop 
assistant in the Pakistani 
town of Jhelum, and left 
for Rawalpindi with the 
intention of becoming a 
professional robber. 

While attending a festival 
in Rawalpindi, he and a 
friend decided to seek out 
the mujahedeen, who they 
thought could help train 
them as bandits. They went 
to a local bazaar and were 
directed to the local Lashkar 
office, he said. 

Before being sent to India, 
Kasab said he lived in a 
house in Pakistan’s largest 
city Karachi for a month- 
and-a-half with 10 other 
young men. All of them were 
transferred to another home 
and taken to sea where they 
met four handlers. 

One of them was an Indian, 
who taught the attackers 
Hindi, he said. 

Kasab confessed after his 
capture, but later withdrew 
that statement, saying it had 
been made under duress. 
Last week, Pakistan gave a 
dossier to India providing 
new evidence of Lashkar- 
e-Taiba’s role in the attack 
and naming Kasab as a 
participant.

Asked by judge M.L. 
Tahiliyani why he had 
confessed, Kasab said it 
was because of the evidence 
provided by the Pakistani 
government. 

“If Pakistan has accepted me 
as its citizen, then end this 
case and punish me for my 
crime,” he said.

is that we end the trial and I 
be sentenced.” 

Tahiliyani said no immediate 
judgment would be issued 
and the trial will resume 
Tuesday. 

Pakistan Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Abdul Basit 
declined to comment on

Japan Cabinet approves 
dissolution of parliament 


Parliament was widely 
expected to formally disband 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The Liberal Democrats have 
maintained a majority in the 
lower house for most of the 
past 50 years, allowing them 
to dominate the lawmaking 
process and select the prime 
minister and Cabinet members 
from party ranks. 

After a string of losses by the 
ruling party in recent local 
and special elections, Prime 
Minister Taro Aso last week 
said he would call the national 
vote for Aug. 30, the first such 
parliamentary election for the 
powerful lower house since 
2005. 

That election is expected to 
be a tough test of the Liberal 
Democrats’ power, given 
that several recent polls have 
indicated broad support for 
the main opposition, the 
Democratic Party of Japan. 
Fifty-six percent of voters said 


they wanted the Democrats 
to take power, with just 23 
percent supporting the ruling 
party, according to a poll 
published Monday in the 
Mainichi newspaper. 

In a poll by the Asahi 
newspaper, 49 percent backed 
a new government led by the 
Democrats and 22 percent 
wanted Aso’s party to stay in 
power. 

The Democrats favor a more 
independent stance from the 
U.S., smaller government 
and more international 
peacekeeping missions for 
Japan’s military. 

The results of the Mainichi 
and Asahi polls, taken over the 
weekend, both showed support 
for the current Cabinet at just 
17 percent, while disapproval 
stood just below 70 percent. 

A poll by the Kyodo News 
agency published Sunday 
showed that 36 percent of 
voters plan to cast their party 


ballot for the Democrats, with 
16 percent to vote for the 
ruling party. Some 35 percent 
were still undecided. Under the 
Japanese system, voters cast a 
ballot for the party and another 
for a district representative. 
The leader of the party that 
wins the parliamentary 
election is almost certain to 
become prime minister. The 
Liberal Democrats currently 
have 303 seats in the powerful 
480-seat lower house, and their 
coalition partner Komeito has 
31. The Democratic Party has 
just 112. 

All polls were random 
telephone surveys taken of 
eligible voters nationwide. 
The Mainichi poll had 1,045 
respondents, while the Asahi 
poll had 1,064 and the Kyodo 
poll had 1,243. None provided 
a margin of error, but for 
surveys of that size, they 
would have a margin of error 
of about 3 percent. □

Ell wants to expand anti¬ 
terror data deal with US 


BRUSSELS (AP) — EU officials said 
Monday they are seeking to expand an 
anti-terror data sharing deal with the U.S. 
Treasury. 

The European Commission wants to give 
U.S. anti-terror investigators access to 
European operation centers run by bank 
transfer consortium SWIFT, EU spokesman 
Michele Cercone said. 

The consortium set up by member banks is 
responsible for the collection and relay of 
more than 11 million financial transactions 
daily between banks and other financial 
institutions worldwide. 


Cercone told reporters that widening a 
2007 EU-US data protection deal would 
help strengthen preventive measures to 
stop the transfer of funds between known 
terror groups and suspects. 

SWIFT records customer names, account 
numbers and other identifying data U.S. 
authorities currently scan in the United 
States to hunt down terror suspects that 
transfer funds. 

Cercone said the EU executive now wants to 
widen that accord to include SWIFT centers 
in Switzerland and the Netherlands^

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Light welterweight champion 
Manny Pacquiao will fight 
Puerto Rico’s Miguel Cotto in 
Las Vegas later this year. 

The Filipino will meet Cotto 
in a 145-pound bout on 
Nov. 14 at the MGM Grand 
Garden, Top Rank promoter 
Bob Arum said Monday after 
finalizing the match between 
his company’s two most 
prominent boxers. 

“There’s no messing about 
with either of these guys, and 
that’s what’s so exciting,” 
Arum told The Associated 
Press. “That’s why it’s an 
unbelievable fight, with two 
guys who really love to fight 
and don’t dance around.” 
Pacquiao (49-3-2, 37 KOs) 
has won titles in six weight 
divisions from flyweight to 
light welterweight, cementing 
the Filipino national hero’s 
status as the sport’s pound-for- 
pound champion. Pacquiao 
pummeled Oscar De La Hoya 
into retirement last December 
in his first welterweight fight, 
and he dramatically stopped 
140-pound champion Ricky 
Hatton in the second round in 
May for his 10th consecutive 
victory. Pacquiao also attended 
Cotto’s brutal split-decision 
victory over Joshua Clottey in 
New York last June, building 
anticipation for their meeting. 
Both fighters were eager to 
face each other, making the 
negotiations relatively simple 
after Pacquiao agreed to 
the 145-pound weight limit 
insisted upon by Cotto’s 
physical trainer. 

“With Manny, you don’t tell 
him who to fight,” Arum said. 
“He tells you who he wants 
to fight. He’s not afraid of 
anything. There’s a lot of 
easier guys he could fight, 
but he doesn’t want that. He 
wants the best, and that’s 
Miguel.”□ 



Beckham confronts 
fan, gets booed

CARSON, California (AP) — David Beckham received an ugly 
reception in his first home game back with the Los Angeles 
Galaxy, first getting booed then confronting a fan at halftime of 
his team’s 2-2 draw with Italian club AC Milan on Sunday. 
Anti-Beckham sentiment ran high as the English star returned 
after missing half of the Major League Soccer season while on 
a five-month loan to AC Milan. He was clearly angered by the 
frequent booing and derisive banners held up in a corner of the 
stadium where one of the team’s fan groups sits. 

“I’m not disappointed. It doesn’t affect me,” he said. “You can’t 
be liked by everyone.” 

The homemade signs all had messages directed at Beckham. 
“Go home fraud” read one, with a red slash through his No. 23 
jersey number. Another said, “23: Repent,” while another read, 
“Hey Becks, Here Before You, Here After You, Here Despite 
You.” Another read, “Is evil something u are...or something u 
do.” 

At halftime, Beckham walked toward the L.A. Riot Squad 
section and motioned to a fan to come closer. A man jumped 
down from the seats and was subdued by security before being 
taken away. 

“One of the guys was saying things that wasn’t very nice. It was 
stepping over the line,” Beckham said. “I said, ‘You need to 
calm down and come shake my hand,’ and he jumped over.” 
The man was arrested by Cal State Dominguez Hills police 
for trespassing because he left the seating area, a Home Depot 
Center spokeswoman said. 

“I know there was some turmoil in the corner but I didn’t see 
it so I can’t comment,” Galaxy manager Bruce Arena said. 
“Obviously, there were some dissenters in the early going but I 
think he won over a lot of people by the end.”

SION, Switzerland (AP) — The 
tensions with Lance Armstrong 
have cooled, and Alberto 
Contador is now focusing on 
the possibility that rivals on 
other teams will try to swipe his 
Tour de France lead. 


The 26-year-old Spaniard used 
Monday’s rest day to lay out his 
plan of attack — and defense 

— to keep the yellow jersey 
that he seized by winning the 
first Alpine ride in Stage 15 a 
day earlier. 

Contador, who won the 2007 
Tour, said his lead over other 
contenders “looks good” so far, 
but cautioned: “It’s not done 
yet, we still have a hard week 
left to go.” 

Armstrong, the seven-time 
champion who has come back 
to the race after 3-1/2 years of 
retirement, is in second overall 

— 1 minute, 37 seconds behind 
his Astana teammate. 
The37-year-oldTexanconceded 
Sunday that his chances of 
victory on the Champs-Elysees 
in Paris next Sunday are slim 

— and pledged to be a faithful 
support rider for Contador. 
“Yesterday, he gave me 
his support, and I believe 
him,” Contador told a news 
conference at a team hotel in 
the Swiss town of Sion, near the 
start of Tuesday’s 16th stage in 
Martigny.

Nadal training again 
after knee injury layoff 


MADRID (AP) — Rafael Nadal returned to training Monday 
for the first time since being sidelined by another knee injury. 
Nadal has been out of action with tendinitis in his right knee 
since losing to Robin Soderling in the fourth round of the French 
Open, where the Spaniard had been the four-time defending 
champion. 

Nadal is hoping to resume playing at next month’s Montreal 
Masters. 

“Until I’m 100 percent, you have to be realistic,” Nadal said. 
“What’s left of the season is going to be difficult because, after 
stopping for a month — practically two — you lose your rhythm 
while others continue on competing.” 

Nadal was unable to defend his Wimbledon title, and Roger 
Federer instead won his record 15th Grand Slam trophy and 
retook the No. 1 ranking. 

“Without a doubt, I also have one advantage over Federer — 
that I’m 23 years old,” said Nadal, who is four years younger 
than Federer. 

Nadal is returning from a leg problem for the third time since

Agent: Steve Nash agrees to 2-year extension

PHOENIX - Steve Nash and 
the Phoenix Suns have agreed 
on a two-year, $22 million 
contract extension, his agent 
said. 

Bill Duffy confirmed the 
agreement Monday in an 
interview with The Associated 
Press. 

The deal will keep the two- 
time MVP point guard under 
contract with the Suns through 
the 2011-2012 season. 

The 3 5 -y ear-oldN ash, entering 
his 13th NBA season, had one 
year left on his contract that 
would pay him $13 million 
next season. 

The agreement first was 
reported by ESPN. 

The Suns and Nash had been 
in negotiations for several 
weeks on a deal that would 
keep him in Phoenix. He 
will be 38 when the contract 
expires. He is expected to sign 
the agreement later this week. 
Under the agreement, $6 
million of the final two 
years of the contract will be 
deferred, with $3 million 
being paid in each of the two 
years following the expiration 
of the contract, Duffy said. 
The deal was pushed closer 
to completion last Wednesday 
when owner Robert Sarver 
met with Duffy in Las Vegas 
to sweeten the team’s earlier 
offer. 

The Suns lured Nash to 


Phoenix in 2004 in a celebrated 
effort that included a flight to 
Dallas by then-owner Jerry 
Colangelo and a host of 
representatives of the team. 
When Mavericks owner Mark 
Cuban balked at re-signing 
Nash, at age 30, at the amount 
he wanted, the point guard 
signed a five-year, $65 million 
contract with Phoenix. 

What followed were the best 
years of Nash’s career as the 
maestro of the high-octane 
offense of then-coach Mike 
D’ Antoni. 

He was named the league’s 
MVP in 2005 and 2006 and 
was a first-team all-NBA 
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selection in 2005, 2006 and 
2007. 

When D’ Antoni left the Suns 
for the New York Knicks after 
the 2007-08 season, Nash 
struggled with the slower style 
of new coach Terry Porter. 
When Porter was fired at the 
All-Star break and replaced 
by assistant Alvin Gentry, the 
Suns returned to the speed 
game, a factor that no doubt 
figured into Nash’s decision 
to re-sign. 

When Gentry was kept on as 
coach after the season, Nash 
made his feelings known on 
his Twitter account. Q

Beckham was the last player 
to take the field after halftime. 
He hugged several of his 
former AC Milan teammates 
and then turned toward the 
rowdy fan section and clapped 
his hands before making a 
gesture. 

The banners weren’t displayed 
as often in the second half, 
when a line of yellow- 
jacketed security personnel 
stood below the fans. 

“A lot of people predicted this 
kind of reaction,” Beckham 
said. In the 65th minute, 
Beckham walked toward the 
fan section to take a comer 
kick. He sent a bending kick 
at Bryan Jordan, who headed 
the ball in to level game 2-2. 
Beckham turned and faced the 
fans who had been heckling 
him all game and spread 
both arms wide as if to say, 
“What do you want?” He 
then gestured before walking 
away. “Sometimes the 
supporters don’t understand 
the situation,” AC Milan 
coach Leonardo said. 

Boos were louder than cheers 
for Beckham’s introduction to 
the sellout crowd of 27,000. 
He was booed the first several 
times he touched the ball and 
again during his first few 
comer kicks. 

Beckham left the game in 
the 75th minute and clapped 
his hands as he walked off 
to a mix of boos and cheers. 
He waved to fans offering 
a smattering of cheers in an 
opposite corner before sitting 
on the bench. “The cheers in 
the end drowned out the boos, 
which was nice,” he said.

On his Twitter page on Monday, Armstrong wrote: “Just 
finished a easy ride on rest day (No.) 2. Beautiful here in Sion, 
Switzerland. Lots of vines...” 

Armstrong wasn’t speaking to reporters on the rest day, said 
Astana spokesman Philippe Maertens. But a week earlier, after 
the two riders leapfrogged each other in the standings, the Texan 
had referred to “tension” within the team. 

That’s all but vanished now, Contador said. 

“We have come down a lot from the level of tension, both at the 
(team) dinner table and on the course,” he said. 

The Spaniard says his top concern in the punishing final week 
is Andy Schleck of Luxembourg, a strong climber who is 2:26 
behind in fifth place. 

Bradley Wiggins of Britain, a strong time-trial rider who has 
proven his ability to climb at this Tour, is third — 1:46 back 
— and will be “dangerous” in Thursday’s time trial in Annecy, 
Contador said. 

“I still have a small gap with him, (and) he’s one of my biggest 
competitors now,” the Spaniard said. “So maybe I’ll try to take 
some more time on him beforehand, we’ll see.” 

Astana’s Andreas Kloeden of Germany is fourth, meaning that 
Contador is counting on two teammates in the top five to help 
him to retain the jersey. But the Spaniard won’t just wait to be 
attacked. 

“I would sleep better if the gap was bigger,” he said. “It all 
depends on how the stages develop. If I can take advantage of 
some situations (to extend my lead), I’ll do it.” 

Tuesday’s 98.8-mile stage fromMartigny, Switzerland to Bourg- 
Saint-Maurice, France, marks the second of three Alpine rides 
this year — and features the Grand-Saint-Bernard and Petit- 
Saint-Bemard passes, each more than 13.5 miles long. 

Then, Contador expects Wednesday will be the toughest day 
this week: Stage 17 takes riders up five climbs, including the 
super-steep Colombiere and Romme passes. 

Friday marks a relatively flat stage before the race climax this 
year — an uphill finish at Mont Ventoux, which Armstrong has 
called the hardest climb in France — on the next to last race 
day. 

Contador knows he’ll need to be on guard, and on form. 

“You can always have a bad day in cycling, then the others will 
attack,” he said, “but it’s my job not to let it happen.’Q
